COSTLY FIRE AT WASHINGTON 


Three Men Killed and Property 
Worth 
UK 1.50,000 Reduced to llebrl^. 
W ashington , May 19.—A conflagration 
which resulted in the loss of building s and 
stocks worth 1150,000 a nd in which three 
firemen were killed a nd four seriously 
injured by fa lling wa lls occurred in this 
city about 8 o'clock last nig ht. 
Twenty- 
one building s with their contents were 
tota lly destroyed in the space of a bout two 
hours. 
The burnt district consists almost 
entirely of commission and wholesa le job­ 
bing houses in thi> square bounded by B 
street, 
Louisiana 
a venue, Ninth 
and 
Tenth streets. 
The tire started in a branch sta tion of 
the Posta l Telegraph company, located on 
B street, and is supposed to ha ve been 
caused by lig htning , a severe thunder­ 
storm ha ving just passed over the city. 
The building s were filled with a mass of 
infla mma ble material which ma de it dif­ 
ficult for the firemen to cope with the pro­ 
gress of the flames, which spread with 
great rapidity. 
Alter tw o hours hard 
work the flames were under control. 
The follow ing is a li*t of the dead and 
I injured, till firemen; Dead—Thoma s Grif­ 
fin, Daniel Conaway, and Assista nt Fore­ 
ma n Guiles. 
Injured—J o* Mulhall, ,J . 
W. M dlw ee, George Kettler, and Arthur 
Dona ldson. 
The three men who are dead 
went into the ruins volunta rily to assist 
in rescuing their 
imprisoned comrades 
all of whom were rescued thoug h badly 
injured, while those who a ttempted to res­ 
cue them perished. 
The money loss is 
about s i50,000, well insured.

would keep the immense supplies we 
now get from them at home, and the 
fear of capture or destruction would < f- 
fertually prevent Arg. ntina and other 
neutrals from sending food to us m any 
suflieient quantity. 
W h at is wanted is that, instead of 
only a precarious w eek’s supply, we 
should have stored up in this country 
enough corn to last for at least 
12 
months. Exp* rts in the corn trade agree 
that there woulfi b** 1 1 0 insuperable diffi­ 
culty in gradually accumulating this 
store of corn. It would he for experts to 
ad vise as to the best methods and places 
of storage. 
Perhaps th** best plan would b* f»» dis­ 
tribute it over th«* country in magazines 
at the m ilitary depots, giving th«* m ili­ 
tary authorities charge of it, hut if it 
was in th*« country and safe it would 
n<tt so much matter whore it was.

though most of our corn is made into 
Hour at the great ports, it would not he 
wise, seeing that most of them are sc 
defenseless, to store it there.

Of course the 
distance * f the sun from the earth is 
unthinkab ly go an r than that of the 
moon, b ut its mass is so onorim us that 
it has considerab le tide producing iniiu 
cnee. The 1 -reo which the sun exerts is 
the same ( ii b oth sides of the earth ut 
tlu* same time, the tide j reducing f« <m 
of the great orb b < mg ab out four-tenths 
that of the moon. 
At the time of b oth 
new and full moons the “ wane spin roid- 
produced b y b oth the sun and the moon 
have their axe-coincident“ — that is to 
say, the two great 
orb s unite their 
emrgies on the fluids of our planet and 
as a result the tides arc higher than 
the average for the rem aining portions 
of the month. 
These are the “ spring 
tides.” 
The “ neap tides” come in tin 
time 1 f the moon’s first awl third quar­ 
ter, and are not as great as the average, 
b ecause tin* moon and the sun are each 
working 111 opposition to the other.— Sr.

Max Schneckenb urger, was composed 
ab out the same period as the Rhine 
-ong, b ut attained its widest popularity 
during the war of 1-70. 
Unlike Beck­ 
er’s song, it cannot b oast of ha ving b een 
set to mm ie b y 70 composers. 
The patriotic song of “ Deutschland, 
Deutschland ub er Allcs” was the work of 
the popular writer, poet, phil dcgi’-t so: i 
historian August Hoffmann, who was 
b orn at Fallersleb en in the year 179 8. 
For a t ilia* we find him acting us lib rari­ 
an and later as prof* .--or at the Univer­ 
sity of Brei lau, b ut the lib eral b ndciiey 
of some 0 » Ids w ritings caused him, in 
1838, to b e deprived < f his preb ssonal 
chair. For many years he was lib rarian 
to the Duke of Rati her, and died in 
this sheltered post in 1-74. The German 
national anthem, “ lb il Dir mi b ieger- 
kranz,” was written originally for the 
b irthday of Christian VII, king of Den­ 
mark, b y a Holstein clergyman 
The 
words were written to the air of “ God 
Save the King” in 179 0, and a few 
years later were modified for Prussian 
use. — Chamb ers’ Journal.
